States. 

The conclusion ot such a 
treaty would be a major step 
towards non-proliferation of 
nuclear weapons end technolog- 
ies, he added.

Within the framework of eco- 
nomic integration of the CMEA 
countries, Kiev has started 
making albroman, a light tran- 
quilizer using a raw material 
supplied by a Hungarian firm. 
The first consignment of the 
Joint Sovtet-Hungarian produc- 
tion has been shipped to the 
GDR. 

Recently the Kiev factory has 
been visited by representatives 
of the Chlnoln firm from Buda- 
pest — Dr Tamas Toth and 
Ervin Varadl. They spent several 
days studying the production 
process. They praised the quali- 
ty of the Kiev medicine. They 
said that It is by no means In- 
ferior to the medicines produced 
by leading firms abroad.
